ATTORNEY GENERAL SAYS 
ALL PERSONS ARE MEANT 


Declares Divorce Reform Stat-| 


ute Specifically Says Decrees 
Must Be at Least Year Old 
in Order to Get License. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., July 15.—Illinois 
people who hurried to get divorces in 
June to escape the provisions of the 
new marriage and divorce laws which 
became operative on July 1, had their 
trouble for nothing, according to an 
opinion just rendered by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Stead. 

One of the stringent provisions in the 
new law is that neither party to a di- 
vorce shall remarry within a year. 
Many persons believed that, by securing 
divorces before the law went into ef- 
fect, they would escape this prohibi- 
tion. 

Attorney-General] Stead's opinion says 
that divorced persons, 


.are prohibited’ from remarrying within 


one year from the date of the issuance 
of the decree, and holds that county 
clerks are justified in refusing marriage 
licenses to persons who have been 
gtanted a decree of divorce within less 
than one year. . 

The opinion settles disputes between 
county clerks, judges and attorneys, 
which have been carried on throughout 
the State since the law went into ef- 
fect. 

In construing the law, many 
clerks have held that persons who were 
divorced as late as the last day of 
June could remarry at will. 

‘These marriages are all 
says Attorney-General Stead,

‘The words of the act are broad and 
comprehensive. It will be noted that the 
Legislature has said that the act shall 
apply, not to every case in which a di-

“As the act limits and defines the duty 
and power of the County Clerk, I am of 
the opinion that the act applies to per- 
sons who were granted a aecree of di- 
vorce before July 1, 1905, and that the 
Gounty Clerk would be justified in refus- 
ing to issue a license to a person who 
was granted a decree of divorce within 
less than one year from the time appli- 
cation 94 ~ade for the same.”

Its Blooming Time Proves That 
North Manitoba Was Fit 
for Cultivation,

WINNIPEG, July 15.—Everybody in 
the UWnited States should know of the 
love which the people of Manitoba bore 
Consul James W. Taylor of Ohio and 
of the beautiful way in which they 
keep his memory green. He has been 
dead for a number of years, but Manli- 
toba will never forget him. He is re- 
memered as the most popular and most 
efficient consular official who ever has 
come to the Canadian West. A few 
vears ago the people of Winnipeg

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Scissor-Tail, Cotton Pest’s En- 
emy, Grows Scarce at the 
Behest of Milliners. 


WACO, Tex., July 15.—Experts en- 


gaged in making field observations for 
the United States Government of useful 
birds in Texas, find that the scissor- 
tails are growing scarce, their nests 
having been robbed for years by egg 
collectors’ agents, and the adult birds 
having been hunted for headwear orna- 
mentation by gunners in the interest of 
the millinery trade. Inquiry is beiny 
made at this time as to the extent of 
their usefulness in destroying cotton boll 
weevil. 

Henry Oldys, acting in charge of bird 
and game preservation for the Biological 
Survey of the Agricultural Department, 
sent the Texas Audubon Society the fol- 
lowing facts as to the useful bird men- 
tioned above: 

“The scissor-tailed flycatcher (Mus- 
civora forficata) is a bird about the size 
(in body) of a bluebird, but with a tail 
nine or ten inches long. Its general col- 
or is hoary ash, paler below, with scar- 
let on the sides at the insertion of the 
wings and a pinkish tinge further down 
the sides and on the belly. The wings 
are blackish with white edging. The 
tall is black, but sev2ral of the long 
feathers are extensively white or rosy. 

“The bird is conspicuous in flight, ow- 
ing to a habit it possesses of opening 
and shutting the feathers of the tail 
with a lateral motion, from which its 
name of ‘scissor-tail’ has been given it. 

“It is found regul7’rly in Texas, OK a- 
homa, Indian Territory, Southern Kan- 
sas and Southwestern Missouri, going 
South in winter to Eastern Mexico and 
Costa Rica. But it appears to rangs 
widely and has occurred as an act'- 
dental visitor at Key West, Fla., In 
Virginia, in New Jersey, at various 
points in New England, and even as 
far from its regular habitat as on the 
southern shore of Hudson Bay and in 
the Mackenzie River Valley. 

‘It is a bird of the open country and 
has a habit of fluttering slowly from 
tree to tree, uttering twittering notes 
meanwhile. While not pugnacious with 
smaller birds, yet, like the king bird, it 
boldly attacks the hawks, ravens, crows 
jays and other birds that threaten its 
eggs or young. After the manner of 
the flycatcher family, to which it be- 
longs, it usually takes its food on the 
wing, and therefore subsists largely on 
mothe, butterflies, beetles, grasshoppers 
and locusts, though it feeds to some ex- 
tent also on berries. 

“Tt builds a bulky nest, usually on the 
horizontal limb of some tree, preferably 
the mesquite, but sometimes using small 
thorny shrubs. The height of the nest 
above the ground is from 5 to 40 feet, 
but averages about 15 feet. It is 6 inches 
broad and is carelessly constructed, long

CORNELL CREW SHOULD 
BE SENT TO ENGLAND: 
| WOULD CAUSE SUPRISE 


NEW YORK, July 15.—There are a 
dozen reasons why the Cornell Univer- 
sity eight—intercollegiate cnampions— 
should go to England and meet the best 
crews there. The chief reason is that 
they are the best «crew seen in 
America. The other reasons are hard- 
ly worth while bothering about. 

If this year’s Cornell crew cannot win 
the grand challenge event at Henley, 
or if they cannot beat the winner Oi 
the Oxford-Cambridge match in a sim- 
ilar contest from Putney to Mortlake, 
then Americans need not hope for the 
next 10 years to produce a crew fit to 
compete for these honors.@ These eight 
men are eminently well fitted into one 
harmonious| crew. They are murvel- 
ous.y strong. 

They are fast beyond compare. They 
have rowed four miles on the still wat- 
ers of Lake Cayuga again and again in 
much faster time than the excel.ent 
crews of Yale and Harvard have been 
able to make with the help of wind and 
tide on the nes, and one day on 
the Hudson rowed four miles up- 
stream with a favoring breeze in 18m. 
244s. If ever there was a fine, even.y 
balanced, strong, fast eight of accom- 
plished watermen, stroked by a gen- 
eral who thoroughly knows the art of 
directing a battle of the sweeps, this is 
the eight. 

There is something strikingly sug- 
gestive of perfection in the appearance 
of this crew as it sits in the boat. The 
men are replicas of one another. In the 
scanty rowing togs they might readily 
pass for brothers, so wonderfuly alike 
are they in height, weight and physical 
development. 

With that fine art which conceals art, 
Coach Courtney has so skillfully divide! 
the men in the boat that there is only 
six pounds difference between the port 
and starboard sides. The resu!t is that 
the coxswain rarely has to touch the 
yoke lines. The friction and drag- due 
to the use of the rudder to help a weak 
side keep the boat even are absolutely 
unknown here. 

One might enumerate a score of ex- 
cellences like this, every one of which 
helps to add slightly to the speed of 
the ship, and all of which together helps 
mike un that wonderful thing so often 
dreamed of by the rowing enthusiast 
and so seldom seen—a perfect crew. Pa 
Courtney knew well their perfection 
when he sald a week before the race: 
“T’m eatisfied with them. If any crew 
can beat them I’m going to see how 
they do it.” 

And if the crew can hold {fts form, 
which is certain, and stand the change 
to the climate of England, which, of 
course, might be doubtful, then the old

man might well say the same thing 
of them on the Thames that he said on 
the Hudson. They would astonish the 
Englishmen—wno are, after all, the 
fathers of rowing—for they are in form 
the nearest thing imaginable to a first- 
class English university eight. They 
row in a style as different from the 
Cornell crew Courtney took to Henley 
ten years ago as a running horse differs 
in action from a trotting horse. 

That visit to England did wonders 
for’ Courtney. Before that time he 
used to give his men long slides, rig 
them like scullers and train them to 
row 42 to the minute, with their knees 
lugether and their backs bent over like 
the backs of scullers. Henley opened the 
Old Man’s eyes. He changd his rig, 
shortened the slides, taught the men 
to open their knees and let the bod 
through for a long, flat-backed reach 
strught from the hips, and dropped 
the stroke down to &% a minute. It was 
revolution, but Hh brought success. 


In the old days Courtney had _ the 
same splendid eye. for choosing typical , 
rowing men for his crews, the same in- | 
finite care in watching the little things: 
that make success; but he had not a} 
perfect stvle for sweep rowing. Now he | 
has the perfect style, and he . as care- 
ful and conscientiously painstak ng as/ 
ever. The result is success that is prac- 
tically continuous. 

If Courtney, with his old-time meth- 
ods, could produce a crew capable of 
giving the Englishmen a hard fight, 
what should one of his perfect crews 
be able to do today? 

This is the crew to show our English 
frierids that we have at least learned 
how to row in Amer'ca. 

If Cornell men only appreciate what a 
sp'endid crew they have they will not 
fail to send them across the Atlantic 
eons home the world’s champlion- 
ship. 


Dead Pugilist Was 100 Years 

LAUNCESTON, Tasmania, July 154.— 
Gipsy Cooper, an old-time fighter who 
flourished in the early part of the last 
century, is dead, The date of Cooper's 
birth is uncertain, but seeing tnat he 
fought his first battle against West 
Country Dick at Epsom on May 16, 1820, 
the report that he was over 100 yeirs 
old must be about correct. Cooper was 
one of the gamest men that ever took 
to the ring. and his fight with Jack 
Scroggins {s reported as being one of 
the most sanguinary ever decided. 
Scroggins met such men as Ned Tur- 
ner. Josh Hudson, Nosworthy and Tom 
Belcher, while Cooper fought Bishop 
Sharp, Alec Reid, Saunders and O’Leary, 
and was beaten toward the close of his 
ring career by that master of the art, 
young Dutch Sam. Mere mention of 
these names make it d fficult to believe 
that a man. contemporaneous with pugi- 
lists of such a date should only just 
have passed to his long home.

FE SHORTENED 
BY ATHLETICS 


Educator Gathers Statistics to 
Refute This Popular Fal- 


lacy—Living Examples. 


In answer to a recent article by Pres- 
ident James of the University of IIli- 
nois, in which it was claimed that the 
life of the college man is shortened 
and his value as a business man 
lessened by his participation in athletics, 
Dr. William G. Anderson presents 
Some strong arguments In an article 
published in the current number of a 
monthly magazine. 

‘The hostile criticism,” says Dr. An- 
derson, ‘“‘that athletes ‘die young’ has 
been so often made without. definite 
refutation that it passes for truth 
among those who mistake rumor for 
fact. An investigation of the health 
and longevity of college athletes must 
be exhaustive to furnish trustworthy 
data. 


“Realizing the importance of such 
statistics, Prof #&Franklin RB. Dexter, the 
librarian of Yale, has recently com- 
pleted the task of collecting the records 
of 761 athletes who competed in inter- 
collegiate everts and won their ‘Y’s’ on 
tle eleven, the nine, the crew, and the 
track team between 1855 and 1904. This 
material was gathered for a prominent 
life insurance company. and later eiven 
to the director of the gymnasium. The 
main deductions are as fo lows: 


Real Statistics. 


“Of these 761 athletes, 51 have died 
since graduation. The causes were: Con- 
sumption, 12; pneumonia, 4; drowning 
6; heart disease 2; suicide, 2: war and 
accident, 3; died from unknown causes 
or disappeared, 10; from various dis- 
eases (fever, appendicitis, cancer, diph- 
theria, paresis, dissipation, etc.), 12. 

“Of these 01 men, 18 rowed, 16 played 
football, 11 were track athletes, and 6 
played baseball. The ages of those who 
have died show these extrmes und 
averages:

‘Of the Yale athletes in their latter 
years, 14 are between @ and 6, 1 is 
66, 3 are ¢€6, 1 is 67, 2 are 68 and 1 is 
69. In brief, barring violent deaths, 
only 40 of these 761 Yale athletes, in a 
period of nearly 50 years, have been 
lost from the ranks of the living. 

‘T have been assured by a life in- 
surance expert that college athletes, 
barring the track men, show a better 
average expectation of life than thelr 
non-athletic classmates, and much be'- 
ter than the general average of insured 
lives.”

“Ball players are the querest people 
on earth,’’ reminisced O'Laughlin. 
“And J] believe modesty is their chief 
virtue. You may laugh at that, but it 
is exactly what I mean. A ball player 
may have a great deal of egotism on 
the field apparently, but take him after 
he dons the habiliments of a citizen and 


you will find him a modest, quiet, staid 
fellow who wants nothing better than 
to be left alone. But about their being 
queer, here ig a story that Fred Clarke 
told me last spring: 

“ ‘One day in the clubhouse last sum- 
mer,’ said Fred, ‘I asked the ques.ion 
if there wag a perfectly well man in 
mny club who did not have an acrhe or 
pain in his body, would he please step 
and show himself. The only man 
who responded was Carisch, and just 
three days later he was taken away in 
an ambulance to the hospital. suffering 
from typhoid fever.’ "’ 

“Hlow do you feel towards the crowd 
when they begin to criticise your de- 
cisions?’’

times, but a firm umpire can usually 
slop it at the start and thus minimize 
the disagreeable effect. An umpire has 
fu:l authority to put one or any number 
of men out of a game and the men who 
have sueceeded in this profession are 
the men who have checked such dem- 
onstrations. 

“It is our duty to keep down these 
sources of incipient trouble by sending 
the first offender to the bench or out of 
the grounds, and there is not an umpire 
before the public today who lacks the 
courage to send a whole team off the 
field if their conduct warrants such 
drastic measures. I once put a team 
captain out of the game and off the 
field altogether for a particularly vicious 
ind offensive remark that he had mode 
to me, not over any decision that had 
been rendered, but just as he was pags- 
ing out to the field when his side was 
out. He was off the field in three min- 
utes and I got the ‘roasting’ of my 
life from the crowd. I tell you, our in- 
structions are concige and to the letter.

New Turf Queen Has Clear 


Title to High Honor She 
Has Gained. 


Artful, the new queen of the Ameri- 
can turf, is a 8year-old brown filly by 
Hamburg—Martha II, and was bred by 
the late Willlam C. Whitney, the New 
York millionaire. Artful is now racing 
in the colors of Harry Payne Whitney, 
a son of W. C. Whitney. 

As a 22-year-old Artful] started five 
times and won three races. This season 
she has faced the starter four times 


and has returned a winner in all four 


races. Artful is trained by John W. 
Rogers, one of the most skilful turf 


mechanics on the American turf. 


Artful and Sysonby have not met so 
far this season. Artful defeated Mr. 
Keene's great colt in the Futurity of 
1944, winning the $50,000 stake handily 
from Tradition and Sysonby, who went 
to the post an odds-on favorite and ran 
third. 

Sysonby Is unquestionably the cham- 
pion 38-year-old colt of the year, but 
whether he is a better racehorse than 
Artful remains to be proven.

HEN the anti-trust act of 1890 was on 1 8 pass-

This certilicate .s understuod now, but 
then it was accepted without suspicion ; 
by Stonebraker. It develops that the 
bond was never purchased; ‘that the 
Fourth National never heard of any. 
such transaction, and that Bowman sim- 
ply used the money himself, taking care 
that Stonebraker received the proper 
credits when time for clipping the cou- 
pons came round. The cert.ficate placed . 
Bowman in a perfectly safe position, ' 
for it recited the fact. that the bond 
was in the Fourth National, Cincinnati; 
that it could not be obtained by any 
person except Stonebraker and not by 
him, except on the order of Bowman.

If that num- 
ber of effective machines can be kept 
going, 15,. even 10, years may see the 
coinpletion of the great project; the 
Fourth of July orator may: be able to 
talk fervidly of the American eagle 
dipping his beak in the canal while he 
leaves his winds in the ocean. 

So much for the machines. Now for 
the system and the men. 

If the 12 shovels were working now to 
their full capacity, the dirt they ex- 
cavate could not be carried away. The 
track facilities are absurdly inadequate. 
The “track department,” which lays 
the tracks from the cuts to the dumps 
cannot get enough ties to carry the 
rails. So it goes without saying erough 
dump cars cannot reach the shovels to 
carry off the material excavated. 

The ‘‘track department” is also great- 
ly hampered by incompetent track lay- 
ers—negroes. These trackmen are under 
negro foremen, who are useless, and 
these in turn are ordered about by white 
‘general foremen,” most of whom know 
as much of ballooning as of laying 
tracks. 

But some of the general foremen are 
good men, who have worked on Ameri- 
can railroads, who are used “to doing 
things,"” to accomplishing results. 

One of these was ordered to lay a cer- 
tain piece of track lately. He got his 
gang well organized. Then he requist- | 
tioned the tools he needed. He found 
he could not get pickhandles for his 
men for a week or more. So disgusted 
was this active, pushing man at being 
“side tracked"’ that he resigned and 
went back to the States. He swore he 
would not be ‘tripped up” by red tape. 

Bu. everybody else is bound hand and 
foot by yards and yards of it. Requisi- 
fion after requisition must be sent In; 
weeks must pass before materials and 
tools absolutely necessary to work with 
ean be obtained. 


Red Tape Is Endless. 


A requisition for a gallon of oil must 
he signed and countersigned by officials 
in four departments. 

Four thousand men are employed on 
the canal now, and 2000 of these are 
West Indian negroes. The commission 
sends agents to the West Indian Islands 
to pick up laborers. When they get a 
boatload, the negroes are shipped to 
the isthmus. Most of them are Jamal- 
cans, and probably they ate the laziest 
laborers with whom American foremen 
and engineers ever dealt. They have 
absolutely no idea of cleanliness or sani- 
tation, and, if they were surrounded by 
modern sanitary appliances, they would 
not use them unless on compulsion. Al- 
most any one man, whether white or 
black, whom 8t. Loutsans see laboring— 
and being intelligently difected—on the 
st. Louls streets, did as much work in 
a day as do any five of these Jamaica 
gentlemen of leisure here. 

And nowadays, there is great difficul- 
ty in securing competent, practical 
white men from the States for track 
foremen, carpenters and mechanics. 
Such men know now that they would 
eome here to dig mud, not gold;. they 
know that the stories of high pay and 
quick advancement here are not true;

Lazy Men Are Satisfied. 


On the other hand, {ft goes without 
saying that the lazy men and the in- 
competent men from the States are 
perfectly satisfied to be around and 
loaf until the departmental quarrels 
are arranged and the red tape is un- 
tangled, slowly, very slowly. 

Meantime the 200 years are passing, 
but this wrinkle in nature's face grows 
no deeper. 

Besides, remarkable to tell, even the 
capable men who remain, are handl- 
capped in their work by the parsimony 
or shortsightedness of the richest na- 
tion on earth. Take the engineers, for 
example. One would imagine that the 
finest instruments money can buy would 
be given to them that they might make 
absolutely accurate surveys. Far from 
it; the engineers have to use anti- 
quated, obsolete instruments that were 
brought over by the French company. 
The result is that a survey must be 
made again and again, even to ap 
proach accuracy. 

Col. Gorgas, the able surgeon, who 
made Havana healthful, Is in charge 
of the sanitary department. He is mak- 
ing conscientious, desperate efforts to 
rid the isthmus of disease.

Rescuers Beaten Back. 

The mob, now numbering 800 or 1000 
excited men and surrounded the 
policeman and th® negro. They hurled 
rocks and clubs at the policeman and 
they rushed forward to seize him, when 
®) policemen beat them back with clubs 
and revolver butts. 

Thobbs had shot Martin Coleman, 
who says he asked Thobbs for a match 
and the negro turned on him and fired 
his revolver. The bullet passed through 
Coleman's face, inflicting a dangerous 
and perhaps fatal wound. 

Thobbs says Coleman and two other 
white men attacked him and that- he 
fired in self-defense. 

Coleman was taken to Roosevelt 
pital and the police started there with 
Thobbs, so he could be identified by 
Coleman, when the mob, which had be- 
come quiet for a time, again formed and 
surrounded the hospital. So angry were 
the whites in the mob that stones and 
clubs were hurled at the hospital win- 
dows. 


Mob Stones Hospital. 

Again a cordon of police formed about 
the prisoner when he was brought 
from the hospital. This time fhe mob, 
which now blocked the street, attacked 
the police. Policemen were knocked 
down and a number were injured with 
stones and clubs. 

Thobbe was taken to the West Forty- 
seventh Street Police Station, and the 
mob attacked the station house and was 
only beaten back when the police began 
using clubs. 

Hardly had these whites dispersed 
when a second mob formed at Tenth 
avenue and Fifty-eighth street. At this 
point a gang of white boys attacked a 
Tenth avenue car in which two negroes 
were riding. 

They hurled stones and clubs at the 
car, and the conductor and motorman, 
together with the two negro passengers. 
were saved from being hurt by hiding 
under the seats. 


Bricks Rain From Roots. 


From the tops of negro tenements the 
whites were bombarded with stones and 
all sorts of missiles by negroes, and 
excited white men gathered to attack 
the negroes. They were dispersed 
the police. 

Then a third mob formed in Wet End 
avenue, and Sixty-second street. Negroes 
driven from San Juan Hill had gone 
over to West End avenue and 1b or 
blacks attacked Reter Yuranich, who 
was walking peaceably toward his 
home, 

Yuranich was almost beaten to death 
before his cries were heard. .Then the 
whites came on in hundreds the 
negroes fled. ‘ 

Yuranich was taken to Roosevelt Hos 
pital. His injuries are serious and pos- 
sibly fatal

Christian Sunday, as the surest and 
most indispensable bulwark of the re- 
Ngious and social lib: rties of England.’

The result of the divorce trial was 
printed in the newspapers, and Apgar 
sent his valet, Dick Monroe, out fot 
every copy he could get. After the, 
hewspapers had been read Mr. Apgar 
sent the valet away, saying he wished 
to be left alone. 

Apgar’s wife left him when he be- 
came involved in the Meyers divorce 
case. A reporter visited the home ot 
Mrs. Meyers when the news of tha sui- 
cide reached police headquarters. Mrs. 
Meyers walked into her receptiun room 
clad in a morning gown and wearing 


valuable jewels. 
“Have you heard anything from Mr. 
Apgar this morning?” asked the re- 


porter. 
“Of course not. I hope he is wel], 


though,”’ she answered smilingly. 

She was then told of the suicide of 
Apgar.

\Seores of men and women who swore 
to love and cherish and cling to each 
other have abandoned the sacred pri- 
vacy of the home for its antithesis—the 
witness stand. 

“Divoree cases are pretty much alike. 
They are as similar as the peas in a pod. 
A Judge of the St. Louis Circuit Court 
said the other day: 

**T would rather hold the Police Court 
or the Juvenile Court than to try these 
divorce cases. Up there one finds some- 
times a nice point in law; in these di- 
voree cases there is only the same small 
talk and recrimination.’’ 


This jurist is disgusted with divorce. 
He calls it an alarming manifestation of 
our social evils. It is a aymptom. The 
real trouble is under the social surface. 

What is the matter with these people 
who throng the courts seeking the sanc- 
tion of the law to separate? Whose is 
the fault? What is the remedy! 


The Sunday Post-Dispatch has pre- 
pared a suppositious case which mirrors 
the average. It has asked a jurist to 
comment upon it. In the testimony of 
this pair are the causes of many bitter 
quarrels and the germs of divorce.

It seems to me, therefore, that a Governor would in 
the first instance look to the local authorities to carry out 
the law according to the best interpretation of which it 
is practically capable. That course is calculated to give 
the largest opportunity for happiness under 
local conditions. If, however, by connivance 
authorities unquestioned abuses go unpunished, or if an 
unused law can be made effective to control flagrant 
offenses, I submit a Governor should not hesitate to in- 
terfere,

The inquiry is directed more particularly to the Sunday 
law in St. Louis. I should not advise an attempt at 
wholesale enforcement. I do not believe that this com- 
munity will tolerate such a course. As a Sunday law 
proper, the law has no place on the statute book. It is a 
mere police regulation, and must be judged like all police 
regulations. To go further, I should exercise a discretion 
and should not hesitate to discriminate. Admitting that 
I could not enforce all laws, I should not necessarily feel 
bound to attempt to enforce every part of any particu'ar 
law. 

For instance, I should not leave aH, the cigar stands 
open, and close every place where beverages are dis- 
pensed. If I assumed the right to discriminate at all (as 
I should), I would be governed more by the character 
than by the kind of business. To illustrate. I would 
close every wineroom, and every den and dive of high 
or low degree, where vice and crime are fostered, and 
I would keep them closed as late on Monday and as 
long during the balance of the week as I possibly could. 
I would move against them because they are always 
offenders, and I would use the Sunday law and any other 
law to accomplish my purpose. On the other hand I 
would not close a garden or a hotel merely because inci- 

dentally beverages are served, any more than I would 
close a newspaper stand. Between these extremes exyeri- 
ence and discretion would have to draw the line.

Keep Out of Fisticuffs 


STATEMENT made recently by Judge Bishop of 
St. Louis, in the course of a trial] in his court, at- 
tracted more attention than recent utterance 
from the bench. This statement, which 
the Associated Press 
through the country, was as follows: 

“I had many a good-sized bump on my head when I 
was a boy,” said Judge Bishop of the Juvenile Court 
Monday, “as well as black eyes, and was none the worse 
for them. It is commendable for boys to settle their 
difficulties with their fists, 
more violent measures,” 

Two boys, each about 14 years old, working in the same 
factory, got into a fight because one twitted the other 
about a The foreman separated the 
boys and sent for a policeman to arrest them. They were 
brought before Judge Bishop, lectured and discharged. 

Later, in explaining his views, Judge Bishop said: 

“Fighting is bad business, either for individuals or na 
tions. And yet there are times when there is no other 
course for the right sort of man or nation to take. It ie 
either fight or sacrifice your self-respect. When the time 
comes to fight a man should fight even if he gets whipped.” 

Educators, however, do not believe in this doctrine. It 
is their belief that boys are apt to becoime bullies if en- 
couraged in any way to use their fists. Said Brother El- 
zear, director of physical culture, Christian Brothers’ Col 
lege: 

“Judge Bishop must have been joking 
nounced from the bench that it is commendable for boys 
to settle their differences with their fists. 

“Unless we are to haye a race of pugilists—unless the 
‘lenched hand is to take the place of the stars and stripes 
--I should not regard the doctrine of fisticuffs as either 
manly or inspiring. 

“A bovish fight in itself is not dangerous. 
overlook it and forgive it, but sanction it, never. 

“In 30 years of scholastic experience I have never found 
that the fighting boy is the bravest nor the most bril 
liant.

HE possibilities of the tuck in 
+ connection*® with the lingerie 
frock are endless, and though 
many tucks call for additional material. 
they are less expensive than any good 
separate trimming. 

The full skirt of fine lawn, gored at 
the top to do away with Superfluous 
stuff, but left full enough to ve shirred 
into the waist band, or tucked vertica!- 
ly around the hips, may be made 
charming by the use of tucks as sole 
trimmings.

THE NEW THINGS IN 


HE possibilities of the tuck in 
ei connection ® with the lingerie 
frock are endless, and though 
many tucks call for additional material.

SS Y 
It is a priceless collection, without a price ever having been fixed upon 
it. It is a collection better known to the orchid collectors of Europe than to 
the naturalists of St. Louis. More orchid collectors come from England to vis.t 
it than from the United States. Few St. Louisans know of its existence. Few 


have ever visited it, though all true lovers of this rarest of flowers would be 
welcome, 


Brownhurst fs the palatial country estate of Daniel Sidney Brown in South 
Kirkwood. High, dry, with deeply shaded woods, where squirrels gambol, Bob 
White whistles undisturbed— where the trees are vocal with myriad birds, and 
game fish leap in the shimmering artificial lakes—nature shows no fairer place. 
But the orchid houses are the diadem of Brownhurst. Orchids are the treasure 
of Brownhurst. Mr. Brown has given the leisure of his life to them. Since a voy 
he has been collecting orchids. Now at the age of 60 he has the enthusiasm of the 
boy with the knowledge of experience. He is in Europe now gathering from the 
great orchid houses of England and the Continent more plants. Over 10,000 or- 
chids grace his orchid houses now. From the little Lady Slipper of the Meramec 
hills to the rarest orchid that East India grows, each and all can be found in the 
greenhouses of Brownnurst. There are over 4000 varieties and additions to the 
collection, either through purchase and by crossing one variety with another, are 
made each day.
